The sacrifice ot animals under 
the Jewish dispensation fore- 
.shadowed the great sacrifice of 
Josus. which clergymen generally 
repudiate, because they say we are 
creatures of evolution and liavc no 
noed oi the blood of Jesus. 

As ecclesiastical stars, their pro"- 
fession is above all others; ,but the 
greit majority have fallen from the 
exalted position of teaching Christ 
Jesus and Ilim crucified and ha\e 
taken their part in ' the common 
politics of the world, as Jesus said 
U would ho at the end. 

The best man on earth, the one 
whcr holds the highest position be- 
fore God, is the honest preacher of 
the gospel.

Under 
large headlines the Literary Digest 
prints: "The World Starving to 
Death. The grim spectre of famine 
IS stalking through the earth and 
there is hardly a land in which Its 
dread presence is not felt.

That the past twelve months has 
witnessed a great pestilence in the 
earth' none will attempt to gain- 
say. The total casualties of four 
i ears of war number approximately 
nme million victims. 'The devas- 
tating pestilence known as influ- 
enza that swept the earth during 
the past year claimed upwards ot 
twelve millions of Tictlms. and sci- 
entists throughout the earth agree 
that an even greater pestilence now 
threatens mankind. The "flti" 
wasn't confined wholly lo the coun- 
tries engaged in the war; even Es- 
kimaux tribes and the Hottentots 
in the Torrid Zone fell victims to 
this dread disease. 

BiSTRESS OF XVnOXS. 
Continuing, Jesus said tint at the 
end oC the world there would he 
"upon the earth distress of nations, 
with perplexity, the sea and the 
waves roaring, and mens hearts 
failing them for fear.'' Who doubts 
the tultillment of ihis Scripture in 
this \ery hour? 

Commenting on the awful lime 
through which we are passing. 
President Wilson before Congress 
said: "These are days of great 
perplexity, when a great cloud 
hangs over the greater part of the 
world. It seems as if great, blind 
material forces have been released 
which had for long been held in 
leash and restraint.'' 

Everywhere government officials 
are perplc^ied, finaneiers are m per- 
plexity, business men are in per- 
plexity; and generally mens hearts 
are failing them tor fear as they 
face the situation. 

IlKVOliVTlOS. 
In the Siriptures, the term earth- 
quake is used as tlic symbol ot revo- 
lution. Jesus staled that re^ohl- 
tion would follow the war as further 
corroborative evidence that the 
world had ended. All are tarn ilia r 
with the fearful revolution that is 
afflicting Russia. The public press 
almost dady announces that thi>i 
dread condition threatens all Euro- 
pean countries. 

Revolutions are of two kinds; 
Bloody and bloodless. Some of the 
European countries have already 
witnessed the former. In North 
Dakota we have an eiample of the 
latter; a r'e\olution changing the 
form or order ot things without 
violence. In a recent issue of The 
Literary Digest, the North Dakota 
revolution is treated at length, re- 
garding the wonderful transforma- 
tion of the form of government or 
order of thtugs prevailing there 
now. We cite these facta only lor 
the purpose* ot further establii.hmg 
our contention that the evidence is 
clear, cogent and convincing that 
the old world or age has ended. "W'e
